AS REQUESTED BY MEXICO ON EVENTS IN SPAIN. NO MEMBER 
INDICATED DESIRE TO HAVE MEETING, AND AT SUGGESTION OF 
ITALY, USSR AND FRANCE, SC PRESIDENT WILL ORALLY INFORM 
MEXICAN AMB THAT SC DOES NOT WISH TO BE SEIZED OF MATTER AND 
ALSO INFORM HIM OF SWEDISH LETTER TO COMMITTEE 3 CHAIRMAN 
STATING SWEDEN INTENDS TO RAISE MATTER UNDER EXISTING

AMB MOYNIHAN INDICATED WILLINGNESS TO MEET IF MAIORITY SO 
DESIRED. FRENCH AMB SUGGESTED PRESIDENT INFORM MEXICAN AMB 
THAT THERE DID NOT SEEM TO BE MAJORITY WHO WISHED TO DISCUSS 
SPANISH SITUATION IN SC, AND ITALY AND UK EXPRESSED SIMILAR 
VIEW. STOBY (GUYANA) SAID MEXICO WOULD NOT PRESS MATTER IF 
PRESIDENT MADE STATEMENT INCLUDING SUGGESTION FOR REFERRING 
IT TO ANOTHER FORUM. ZAHAWIE (IRAQ) DID NOT THINK THIS WAS 
APPROPRIATE ITEM FOR SC, BUT MOYNIHAN COUNTERED THERE WERE 
SITUATIONS IN WHICH HUMAN RIGHTS VIOLATIONS MIGHT AMOUNT TO

KOREA AT 30TH GA - 

USDEL UNDERSTANDS BELGIUM, LUXEMBOURG AND ITALY WILL COSPONSOR 
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THE FRENCH AMENDMENTS TO THE FRIENDLY RESOLUTION ON KOREA, 
IRELAND PROBABLY WILL DO SO, AND DANISH MISSION IS RECOMMENDING 
COSPONSORSHIP. FRENCH ARE SEEKING COSPONSORS FROM AFRICA, 

ASIA AND LA, ALSO. BELGIANS AND FRENCH HAVE CONFIRMED THEY 
WILL COSPONSOR REVISED FRIENDLY RESOLUTION IF THESE AMENDMENTS 
ARE INCORPORATED. 

ICELAND'S FOREIGN MINISTERTOLD AMB BENNETT ICELAND WILL VOTE 
AGAINST THE HOSTILE RESOLUTION; MADE NO COMMITMENT ON FRIENDLY 
DRAFT, ON WHICH HE EXPECTED EARLY DECISION; AND INDICATED

IN GENERAL DEBATE STATEMENTS FOREIGN MINISTERS OF PERU, 

ZAMBIA AND YUGOSLAVIA HAVE SUPPORTED PROPOSAL FOR A SPECIAL 
SESSION ON DISARMAMENT ADVOCATED IN THE "LIMA PROGRAM FOR 
MUTUAL ASSISTANCE AND SOLIDARITY." CHINESE ASKED USDEL TWICE 
ABOUT US VIEW ON SPECIAL SESSION, AND BRITISH REPORT THAT CHINESE 
SOLICITED UK OPINION IN LONDON, PEKING, WASHINGTON AND NEW 
YORK. LENNKH (AUSTRIA) THOUGHT THE IDEA A GOOD ONE AND EVERY

30TH UNGA, USING ARGUMENT IT SHOULD NOT BE DISCUSSED BECAUSE 
UN HAS NOT RECOGNIZED EITHER OF TIMOR'S "LIBERATION

PANAMANIAN REACTION TO SECRETARY'S REMARKS -

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FOR LA REPRESENTATIVES, COMMENTING IT WAS "MOST OPPORTUNE"

USYG VAN LAETHEM, IN HIS "MAIDEN SPEECH" BEFORE COMMITTEE 
SEPT. 26, FOCUSED ON: COOPERATION THAT WOULD BE REQUIRED 
TO EXPEDITE RECOVERY OF THE GLOBAL ECONOMY, AND ADAPTATIONS 
WHICH WOULD BE REQUIRED WITHIN THE COMMUNITY AND ESPECIALLY 
WITHIN THE UN SYSTEM TO BRING ABOUT AN ACCEPTABLE ECONOMIC 
ORDER. IN SPITE OF BRIGHT SPOTS IN NATIONAL ECONOMIES, 

CONCERNS AND ANXIETIES PREDOMINATE. AMONG OTHER THINGS, 

HE DESCRIBED 7TH SPECIAL SESSION AS A TESTIMONY TO THE MATURITY

WHICH WOULD BRING WITH IT A NEW SITUATION OF CONFIDENCE,
